The case of Marion Lambert and Will 

Orpet in the course of its development be- 
came one of the most perplexing in the an- 
nals of criminal history. Motive para- 
leled motive, action paralleled action, op- 
portunity paralleled opportunity, until the 
marks of murder and suicide became sub- 
Stantially as one. 
" In the end the guilt or innocence of the 
defendant, so far as the adduction of ac- 
tual fact was concerned, went to the jury 
on the mystifying niceities of chemical 
analysis and Orpet’s own compromising 
conduct. The case attracted unusual in- 
terest in all parts of the United States 
and Canada. 


Trial Lasts Two. Months. 
Trial of the case, including selection of 
a jury, occupied two months. There 
appeared in evidence forty-four letters 
written by Orpet to Marion; bottles and 
boxes containing samples of cyanide from 
the McCormick estate, from the Deerfield 
HiHgh school laboratory; from Kraft's 
drug store at Lake Forest, and white pow- 
der scraped from Marion's hand and from 
spots on her cloak; the girl's gai nts; a 
magazine article dealing with the use of 
cyanide as a fumigator in greenhouse; 
the chemistry text-books used respective- 
ly by the high school girl and the col- 
lege student; a copy of the Wisconsin 
statute dealing with the sale of poisons,|

Joslyn’s Persistent Question. 

Orpet testified that he made the trip to 
allay her fears and to caplain a story 
which had reached Marion that he was 
engaged to one Celestia Youker, but the 
elaborate efforts which he made to keep 
the trip secret and his subsequent con- 
flicting statements of-it to officers of 
the law developed into the most damaging 
evidence against him. It led to the men- 
acing question of Mr. Josiyn, reiterated 
again and again: ‘“‘ Why ? Why? Why? 
Why did you come? You brought no re- 
lief; you brought no medicine; you 
brought no tenderness—no words of love! 
Why did you come?” 

On Feb. 8 Orpet at Madison left three 
letters, post dated Feb. 9, with his friend,

} date. One was to his mother, one to 
Marion, and the third to Marion’s friend. 
Josephine Davis. They were worded to 
make it appear that the writér was in 
Madison on Feb. 9, the day he kept his 
tryst in the woods with Marion and she 
came to her death.

A mere probability is not sufficient to 
warrant a conviction. To warrant ao 
conviction the defendant must be proved 
guilty so clearly that there is no reason- 
able theory that he can be innocent when 
all the evidence has been considered. | 

“When the evidence fails to show any 
motive to commit the crime charged to 
the accused this is a circumstance in 
favor of his innocence. 

“ If you believe the defendant, Will Or- 
pet, administered to Marton Lambert cy- 
anide of potassium, ejther in ‘solid, pow- 
der, or liquid form, with the intent that 
she should swallow it, and thereby: be- 
come poisoned and die, and believe that 
William Orpet at the time he gave her

BERLIN, July 15.—*‘ Our harvest will 
be one more of the numerous disappoint- 
ments for our enemies,’’ Herr von Schor- 
lemer, minister of agriculture, declared 
when he received me yesterday at‘the 
ministry, where I went to ascertain the 
condition of the crops throughout .ier- 
many. The minister was just about tc 
leave for the east to inspect the crops 
and agricultural conditions in the waste 
sections occupied by the Germans behind 


‘* It is, of course, a little saat to say 
definitely what the figures of this year’s 
crops will show, and it is always better 
-to be conservative in such things, and 
underestimate rather than overesti- 
mate,” he said. ' 

“ However, food will not worry us for 
the néxt twelve months. The last year’s 
harvest was poor; indeed, in part almost 


a calamitous failure, because’ of the 
drought. This spring was rather wet 
and. cold, but it has done the grain no 
harm worth mentioning. A much larger 
acreage was sown, and the yield 
per acre will be much greater thdn last 
summer. 


Conquered Land Sown. 

“t™m addition, there is about 2,471,000 

acres of land, aside from Belgium, occu- 

pied by our troops, which has béen sown 

and ‘planted, and prorfiises 3 good har- 
vest.

Prof. Metchnikoff died ir 
an apartment at the Pasteur institute 
with which he long had been connectec 
and of which he was one of the directors 
Mme. Metchnikoff, who had been con. 


 gstantly at the bedside of her husban¢ 


auring his iliness, was with him at the 
eee reereele, ; 


TAUGHT OLD AGE CURE. 

Prof. Elie Metchnikoff was world famous 
@s @n exponent of theories fo: the pro- 
longation of human life. He was most 
- popularly knowm as the great advocate of 
the “ sour milk cure ” for old age. believ- 
ing that the principal! agent In senile decay 
Was the continuous auto-intoxication of 
the body through the putrefaction of mat- 


which caure such putrefaction 
could be effectively combatted by pre para- 
tions of milk soured by cultures of se- 
lected lactic acid bacilli. Later P.of. 
Metehnikoff went so far as to declare that 
the large intestine was as useless in the 
- Human body as is the appendix, and proph 
esied that the day would come when it 
would bea commonplace operation to re- 

move it. 

“He was the discoverer: in 1912 of ‘ new 
microbe, which he called the. “ glyco- 
bacteria,”’ in the intestines of a dog, and 
in @ paper before the French Academy cf 
Sciencere hé announced his belief that the 
inoculation of the large intenstine in hu- 
man beings with this germ would go stil 


further than the sour milk treatment! 


toward the prevention of senile decrepi- 
tude. The “glycobacteria,’’ it was ex- 
Piained, were sugar bacilli, of which the 
large intestine stood in need because the 
sugar that was ordinarily taken into the 
body had agiready been digested and ab- 
sorbed by the blood before it had reached 


Experimented on Himself. | 
In the coprse of his studies, Professor 
Metchnikoff experimented upon himself to 
' Some extent as well as upon animals, and 
* it is eeid that he inoculated himself with 
the new “giycobacteria.” His theory as 
to the sour milk treatment may be traced 
in part to the environment of his youth, 
He was a Russian, born at Kharkoff, May 
, 1b, 1845. In that region and particularly 
- in meighboring Bulgaria, a surprisingly 
lage portion of the inhabitants live to be 
centenarians, and Metchnikoff believed 
that their longevity was due largely to 
the fact that their diet included the bacilii 
of sour milk. 

Following his education at Kharkoff, 
Metchnikeff studied at Giessen and Mun- 
ich, and im 1870 he was appointed pro- 
feesor of S00logy at Odessa. He held this 
Post until 1862, when he resigned to de- 
vote himself to private researches into 
the anatomy of invertebrates. In 1888 he 
had attracted the notice of Louis Pasteur, 
the founder of the famous Pasteur insti. 
tute for the treatment of rabies, in Paris 
and he was invited to become one of Pas-| 
teur’s aasociates, In 1895 he succeed<d as 
the director of the institute, a post which 
be held to the time of his death.

}HE vice president of the board of 
education, Mr. Eckhart, in state- 
ments appearing in THE TRIBUNE | 
on July 7 and 8, attacks various 
organizations of private citizens for 

their criticisms of the board of educa- 

tion. The action criticized was the re- 
scinding of the rule guaranteeing the re- 
election of those teachers who were not 
charged with inefficiency. 

Because this criticism secks to influ- 
ence the board in its relation to ita em- 
ployés, Mr. Eckhart calls At bringing 
politics into the board of education. This, 
says, Mr. Eckhart, must not be allowed. 
The bo must be left to solve its prob- 
lems without the pressure of outside 
judgment or condemnation. 

There is an implication here deserving 
of attention. This implication is that the 
public is acting improperly in criticizing 
actions of responsible public bodies. It 
is a serious position for the vice president 
of the board of education to maintain. 
For so clearly is it recognized that the 


empioyment. The state law exempts the 
teachers from the state civil service. 

‘What thestate law did not give the teach- 
ers as a right, the rule of the board gave 


in’ foftce. The teachers have lest no legal 
right by*the board’s action. ‘hey have 
lost the reality which the board had as- 
sured them, though wamer no compulsion . 
of state law.

If, during the period of the operation of 
this rule, teachers who were inefficient, 
either through ineompetency of insub- 
ordination to praper discipline, have not 
been removed, the fault has lain with the 
board. They have had in their own hands 
the deteraination of the efficiency of the 
‘teachers in the public schools. Mr. Dck- 
hart can hardly expect his readers to be- 
lieve that the rescinding of the merito- 
rious service rule was an improvement 
in the method of marking the teachers’ 
efficiency. — 

It is generally believed that this action 


of the board is a blow at the 


only hope of popular government lies in 
continued and expressed interest by the 
public in the operation of its governing 
bodies, and continuous eomment upun 
them and their action, that we inevitably

When the reply of a responsible public 
body to a specific criticism is to refuse a 
public hearing to committees of citizens.

Thus, it is pre- 
sumably in the interest of efficiency in 
the schools that the civil service provi- 
sion, embodied tn the board’s own rules, 
is abrogated. It is against this whole 
bungling procedure of the board that the 
community should protest. 
What the board seems not to know Is, 
that it is possible to find out in an en- 
tirely impersonal way whether the teach- 
‘Ing in the Chicago schools is‘ efficient or 
not. It is the business of every board of 
nonexperts to learn what results may be 
looked for when proper expert methods 
are in ‘use. By looking for these results, 
it can check up the processes which it 
cannot itself judge. 
The efficiency of a school can be deter- 
mined by finding out what that school

Furthermore, the method of compari- 
|gons can be applied within a given 
school without reference to other cities |_ 


or even to other schools. If, for ex- 
ample, the fourth grade shows no im- 
provement over the third grade, some- 
thing is wrong. If the fifth grade is 
better than the fourth in reading, but 
poorer than the fourth in arithmetic, it 
cannot be doubted that the work in 
reading is better handled than the work 
in arithmetic. Here, again, careful 
studies have been made of the rate of 
improvement which is to be expected in 
each subject, and no school system can 
afford to let the work go on in the class 
room without checking up the results. 

In short, a careful study of schools 
will show, as does the careful study of 
any business, where superior results 
are being secured,- and where results 
are poor. What is needed is the ap- 
plication of expert methods to an analy- 
sis of school records and to the testing 
of the work of pupils. Expert methods 
are at hand in all essential matters such 
as rate of promotion, costs of instruc- 
tion, and achievement in particular sub- 
jects. 

A good deal of this material is in the 
reports of the school system—especially 
that bearing upon promotion and re- 
tardation. The board does not seem to 
know of its existence. There are those 
in one of the private organizations whose. 
criticisms Mr. Eckhart resents, who have 
been trying for a number of months to 
get the attention of the board for these 
results, by which they could learn how 
efficient the schools are. These efforts 
have been largely fruitless. | 

A board of nonexperts is able to select 


a competent superintendent of educa- 
tion by studying the records of candi- 


“dates, that is, by the results of their 


work. They cannot judge the educator 
by his daily work, for they are not edu- 
cators. In the same manner, they can 
judge the work of teachers in any school 
by the results in that school. But to do 
this, they must be interested in standard 
results and methods of learning them. 
If they had these, the entire quarrel of 
the board with the Teachers’ federation 
would disappear. The teachers are 
themselves, interested in objective stand- 
ards as opposed to personal gradings. 
They are extremely sensitive to any 
threat to their positions. Make their 
security in these positions dependent 
solely upon known objective standards 


and the fear which bwakens hostility to 
the board of education ‘will disappear. 

Is it too much to ask of a board of edu- 
cation to look for impersonal standards 
of efficiency, and, to seek to acquaint 
themselves, as they would in their own 
businessses, with the experience of others 
in the same undertaking?

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HE moment is rather queerly chosen to pas assim- 
AC ilation on the part of the Germans, May I humbly 
hint at the fact that almost all the ideas which our most 
thoughtful and far-sighted men are proclaiming and pro- 
mulgating now are German ideas? We want to be pre- 
pared (I am speaking ‘as an American, as a man who is 
just as’ much interested in the welfare of this country as if 
my great-grandmother had been burnt at Salem); we make 
propaganda for universal service and universal military 
training. (Scharnhorst.) We realize that for such an idea 
we must win the masses, the workmen, and that without 
their hearty consent nothing can be done. So we try to 
make this country worth while fighting and dying for, and 
besides all the natural and social advantages it gives them, 
we strive for a system of nation-wide insurance against 
accident, sickness, and old age. (Bismarck.) » - 
If we want an efiicient army we must get an admin- 
istration of honest men and experts; we must get rid of 
‘graft and waste. (Friedrich Wilhelm I.) We admit even

England cultivated this horrid pret- 
tifying literature, from which the more serious minds in 
this country turn away now with shuddering. 


would be very one sided and “unconvincing ; for, although 
these ‘facts Cannot be denied, England’s cultural perform- 
ance remains admirable and Ler political record unequaled. 
I only want to show that we are on the verge of abandon- 
ing the English ideas which have dominated this country 
for centuries and that we are going to adopt German, 
specifically German theories. It strikes me as funny to 
hear so-called Americans row at us in this very moment: 
“The hyphen must go!” I think it even timely to state 


that this country never should slavishly imitate continental 


methods. The mission of this nation, which is a new nation, 
is to find new. solutions for the old problems—solutions 
which are adapted to the spirit of this country.

-time I may beg leave to discuss the question of what we 
may adapt from Germany and what we must reject. 
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O you know that this demand for “ assimilation” is 
not at ail American? It is Russian. It is the 
veraving for uniformity.

| although Finland was absolutely loyal, only because 
Finland had a culture of its own. A‘ man comes to this 


country, his personal education is fupfamentally German, | 


but he has studied different languages and literatures; he 
has lived in several European countries; he falls in love 
with America and would like to do his best for it. Then 
Mr. Know-Nothing appears. and thunders: “ Americanize 
or skiddoo!”.Well, how could he? If there were an over- 
whélming American culture he probably would be clever 
and modest enough to say: “I shall be glad to be your 
pupil!” and as Germans are the most adaptable people in 
the world—maybe their character is thanging now—he 
would be soon “ Americanized”; but the American culture 
is still embryonic. To speak. with Homer, it lies in the 
lap of the’ gods. | 

So the Americans cannot vanquish the cultivated immi- 
grant by a superiority which he would be ‘compelled 0. 
acknowledge; they can only tyrannize label him. Some 
boss may “O. K.” him as “ Ame “that is. all. 
And such an enterprise would be the unforgivable sin against 
the spirit of the men who long ago came over to this coun- 
try to find liberty. of conscience. It can never be under- 
taken. If would be particularly ridiculous and invidious 
in a period which believes no longer in. the suppression of 
nationalities.

that nationality is immortal. What has kept them aliye is 
their language and their literature. So the idea of forcing 
down the German’s throat a tumbler of nepenthe so that 
he may “forget” what he is and where he came from is 
preposterous.

Municipal Bonds and Income Tax. 

The municipal bond has long been Pee 
ognized as the ideal investment ‘for 
estates, for widows, and for all persons 
of-moderate means to whom safety of 
principal is the first consideration. The 
income tax is tending to change this 
situation by making municipals a rich 
man's investment. The proposed increase 
in the tax will accelerate the change. 

To the person with a small income the 
minicipal bond offers only its qualities 
of a sound, safe investment, but to the 
man whose revenue is jarge it offers also 


the supertax the greater the advantage. 
The result is that the rich man can af- 
ford to pay a superprice for municipals 
and accept low income return. This of 
course must work out in a steady decline 
of the interest rate. The best a.unicipal 
bonds are selling now on about a 4 per 
cent basis, and there is littie doubt that 
within a few years large cities can sell 
3% per cent bonds at close to par. 

One result of this must be a tendency 
to the expansion of municipal loans. If 
cities can borrow money at extremely 


will borrow up to the legal limit and 
people with large incomes wiil compete 
in bidding for their bonds. A circle is 
| thus created which probably was not fore- 
seen by the authors of the tax law. The 
more the supertax is increased the less 
superincome there will be to tax and the 
more money will counties, cities, school 
districts, and parks borrow.

HE flour beetle is a great summer |

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matted to the side you may be sure the 
worm of the flour beetle has been there, 
although his youthful wormship has 
heen left behind and he now appears as 
a tiny black bug. 

Even brown rice may be floury instead 
of clean and bright. because the flour 
weevil worm has worked all over the 
surface, grinding off and passing through 
itself the hard starch. At the bottom of 
any container of dried fruit are to be 
found the most positive signs that the 
flour weevil has been there. 

The way to get ride of the flour weevil 
is never to get him into your house. 
Once he has bred on your pantry shelves 
or in your kitchen cabinet he is as hard 
to get rid of as a bedbug. The largest 
ef all the cereal companies nobly burned 
down a big wooden warehouse a few 
years ago because it was infested. Now 
the company's storerooms are made of 
iron and cement and kept airy and cool 

These are the ideal conditions—airy, 
coél, and dry—for keeping starchy prod- 
ucts of every sort in summer. It is as 
necessary to have good ventilation 
around your flour supply as around your 
ice, Do not shut away flour in a stuffy, 
airless place at any time, especially if 
you are shutting up your house for a 
week or more. You will more than likely 
find the bugs there, and. what is worse, 
they have got into your house to stay, 
perhaps. It is heat that develops the 
flour beetle, heat and mosture, as in the 
ease of the mosquito. |

stood in your house for a single day.

Sterilized cereals get bug infested, ap-.- 
parently, just as quickly as any oafther, — 
but home sterilizing is a good plan, be- 
cause one single egg would harm no ohe, 
while the progeny from that egg. might 
do great though insidious harm. I use 
glass jars. I know some one who is on 
good terms with her druggist who gets 
glass tobacco jars of a certain sort. Of 
course, they can be perfectly cleansed. It 
is no secret that the best cigars and to- 
bacco are often treated more caréfully 
than many of the foods we eat. Therefore. 
a high class container for tobacco would 
be a good one for food, after cleaned, 
even though the idea might not be alto~ 
gether pleasant. > 


Sponge Cakes, | 

Requests for various sorts of sponge 
cakes have been received, therefore the 
three following recipes are given: 

Two Egg Sponge Cake—Two fresh eggs, 
one cup of sugar, one cup of flour, one 
teaspoon of baking powder, a pinch of 
salt, one-half cup of hot water, and flavor- 
ing to taste. Separate the whites and 
yolks of the eggs; beat the whites until 
stiff and add to them half of the sugar. 
Beat the yolks continuously for five min- 
utes and add to them the rest of the 
sugar; then beat the two egg mixtures 
together. Fold and cut in#he flour with 
a wooden spoon, sifting it lightly over the 
top, a little at a time, and, lastly, add the 
hot. water and flavor. Sprinkle a Ifttle 
sugar over the top and bakein a moderate 
oven until test shows it done. | 


Three Egg Sponge Cake—One cup of 


Sugar, one cup of flour, three eggs, one > 


teaspoon of baking powder, and a scant 
half cup of hot water. Mix and sift dry 
ingredients. The eggs may be beaten 
together if well done or separated. Mix 
with the dry ingredients in a light but 
complete way, flavor, and bake jn a sheet 
of any thickness: Good for squares to 
be iced. e 

Five Egg Sponge Cake—Five eggs, one 
cup of sugar, one cup of flour, one tea- 
spoon of baking powder or not-—I do not 
use it~and flavoring. Beat the whites of 
eggs first, then beat the sifted sugar into 
them, Add the well beaten yolks. and 
finally the flour, cutting it in from the 
top after sprinkling on lightly. Graham 
flour may used for this if sifted and 
some of the fhrina like ceerals make an 
agreeably coarse textured cake.

This human tendency is toward paroch- 
lalism. People are interested in the 
things theirxelbows touch, in the things 
whith touch them. The world is out of 
foews. The universe is not within per- 
eeption. The parish is complete, defined, 
understood. and sufficent. 

The attack upon this complacency, an 
attack necessary forthe establishment of 
intelligence, undertakes to create a sense 
of proportions and for this there is noth- 
ing better than our intimate star, the sun. 

When the sun gets into the mfsts @ the 
west and isan object possible for the hu- 

man ¢ye to look upon, if the thought of 

93,000,000 miles will insert itself in the 
observers mind the start toward a real- 

ization of-proportions will have been 
Inade. 

The globe that radiates the light re- 
flected by its planets and used by this 
one for the maintenance and improve- 
ment of life, is in the average of our dis- 
tance from {t, 93,000,000 miles away. If 
900,000 bodies as large as the earth were 
placed in the scales with the sun the 
mass of the sun would turn the scale 
down. 

That is the proportion to beestablished 
between the abode of men and the lu- 
minary which makes their abode possi- 
ble for them.

Of the composition of our star Mr. Max- 
well, whose ee is shown above, 
writes:’ 

The outermost wait of pre sun is the corona. 
It is more tenuous than the best of vacuums 
and resembles in more ways than one the X- 
ray or the aurora’or the electric discharge in a 
high vacuum tube. Some of it is purély gas- 
eous and some of it Is fine meteoric dust. It ts 
so thin that ordinary sunlight Bn ect ob- 
scures it. 

Only when the sun itself is behind the moon 


* {n total eclipse can It be seen. 


Immediately below the corona is the chromos- 
phere. Its brilliant scarlet color gives it its 
name. This is the topmogt layer of the true at- 
mosphere of the sun. Because it is in contact 
with cold interstellar space, it is much cooler 
than the rest of the sphere. Sometimes vast 
masses of glowing gases, coming majnly from 
the chromosphere, are :forced up high above 
the surface. These are called prominences and 


~ can readily be seen with a suitable spectro- 


scope. The chromosphere is composed chiefly 
of hydrogen gas. 

. Beneath the chromosphere lies the photos- 
phere, composed of the vapors of heavier met- 
als mixed with white hot metallic clouds. Be- 
cause the pressure becomes increasingly 
greater with corrspanding depths, and because 
radiation into space! is so much less, the gases 
and vapors glow with a fierce white light The 
sun has no true “‘ gurface’ at all and some 
radiation comes front every depth. Most of the 
light and heat, however, come from the pho- 
tosphere. 

The average temperature of the sun is about 
10,000 degrees Fahrenheit. Certainly the 
corona and chromosphere are much cooler than 
this, while deep In the interior it must be much 
hotter. The hottest thing known on earth is 
the electric furnace, and that is hardly one- 
third of 10,000 degrees. 

We know practically nothing of the interior 
of the sun. It cannot be solid, or even a true 
liquid, but must be thick and wiscid Ifke tar or 
putty. It is gaseous to the center, gases.pressed 
and squeezed to the consiétency of pitch by the 
pressure of millions of tons of gas above in

in the loan collection of Mr. Frank 

G. Logan at the Art institute, is 

an exceptional opportunity for ad- 
guirers of the Barbizon schoo! to revel in 
the work of its greatest masters. 

it was in a rustic hamiet on the out- 
@ikkirts of the forest of Fontainebleau, 
Between the years 1825 and 1860, that 
there gathered the largest number of cre- 
ative artists with the brush that have 
been associated together since the dis- 
tant Renaissance days. Men they were 
whose names have been burned on pos 
terity; men of Olympian power and the 
capacity for infinite pains; men who bur- 
fed themselves in the woods of Fontaine- 
Dleau and made of that wood a living, 
articulate thing, voiceful the whole world 
over when for centuries before it had 
gtood silent, expressionless. 

In a niche in a’ rock in the iery heat, 
of the Fontainebleau forest isa bronze re- 
lef containing two portraits of the men 
who best loved and interpreted the spirit 
of the place. One !s Rousseau, whose love 
for nature amounted to a worship, and 
who said, “ The tree that rusties and 
the heather that grows are for me the 
grand history that will not change. I

going out to Ephraim [30 miles]. 

From Ephraim retrace your steps to 
Sturgeon Bay and from there take the 
boat either up to Menominee or Escanaba. 
From Escanaba the trip is over the won- 
derful rvads of the northern peninsula of 
Michigan, going through Trenary and 
Carishend to Marquette, then west 
through Negaunee and Ishpeming to 
Humboldt. From Humboldt, if you wish 
to spend an extra day, you can go up 
througn Michigammee, Nestoria, to 
L’Anse around Keweenaw bay to Hough- 
ton, Hancock, Calumet, Eagle River, and 
out to Fort Wilkins, one of the historic 
forts in the early oat of the nineteenth 

century.

The Yukon in Front, the Klondike Flowing in on the Right. 
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states. I pay 25 cents for a newspaper, 25 
cents for a shine, and a like amount for 
every least thing under the sun. In fact, 
the smallest coin used is a quarter, and 
this hes been so ever since coins came 
into the country. 

For the first few years after gold was 
discovered everything was paid for in 
gold dust or nuggets, and the storekeep- 
ers had their gold scales, upon which they 
weighed out the cost of their sales. Every 
miner then carried a gold poke and took 
out a pinch of dust to pay fora cigar or 
a drink. 

Today the only place where you can 
use any coin less than a quarter is at the 
postoffice, and there the change is in 
stamps. 


Watermelons $1.50 Each. 


I dropped. into a provision store and 
asked the grocer his prices. He had some 
watermelons of about half the size of 
those sold in the states, and he sells them 
at $1.50 each. His cantaloupes bring 75 
cents apiece, and his apples a dollar a 
dozen. Ranch eggs are worth $1 a dozen, 
and eggs from the outside 75 cents. 
Chickens are quoted at $3 apiece, or $36 
a dozen. 

Bread is now selling at the rate of two 
loaves for a quarter, and butter, made in 
the country, costs $1 a pound, Milk brings 
$1.50 a gallon and cream is $2 a quart. 
These are prices in summer. In the heart 
of midwinter, when the hens go on a 
strike, eggs go to $5 a dozen. In early 
days they sometimes sold for $18 a dozen, 
and where cheap at $1 apiece. 

Leaving the grocer, I went to a loqua- 
cious butcher hard by and asked him the 
prices of meat. A pink salmon that 
weighed ten or twelve pounds lay on his 
white marble counter. He was cutting 
it up into steaks, which he sells at 25 
cents a pound. 


All Game Cheap. 

I picked out a fine porterhouse steak 
and asked the price. The butcher re- 
plied: ‘* That cut is 55 cents a pound, but 
I can give you a slice off the neck for 35 
cents. Beef is now selling for from 30 to 
55 cents.”’ 

I asked as to game. The butcher said: 
‘* All game is cheap. We sell moose and 
caribon steaks and roasts at 20 or 25 
cents a pound. As to bear, the people 
won't eat it; it is too tough. We have 
plenty of caribou in the winter.” 

My next call was at a drug store, where 
I paid a quarter for a bottle of pop. I 
complained of the cost, and the druggist. 
a pioneer gold miner, told me something 
of how he sold drugs in early days. 

The man’s name is Cribbs. He had a 
drug store in Pittsburgh before he came 
to hunt gold in the Klondike away back 
in 1898. He did fairly well mining but | 
thought there was more money in drugs, 
and his story makes me think he was 
right. Said Mr. Cribbs: 

“At present everything brings practi- 
cally double the price of the states. Noth- 
ing is sold for less than 25 cents. You

The air is still and dry, and 
the people take short walks without over- 
coats. It is only when one goes riding 
that he needs a fur coat at stich times.
